From Gibraltar.—To Hong Kong: Due d’Alencon and friend. 
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JAPAN, 
YOKOHAMA. 

Our latest date from this port is 17th December. A 
trrespondent sends us the following interesting narrative of 
the Inlaud Sea expedition, written by a gentleman who accom- 
Panied the alliad squadrons, 

20 the morning of Wednesday, Nov. 1, this expedition, comprising the 
following ‘Ships, left Yokohama :—English Ships.—Princoss Royal (Vico. 


Admiral King, C.B. ), baving on board Sir H. Parkes and suite; Pelorus 
(es 1. Haswell), and Leopard (Capt. Leckie), with the U.S. Chargé 
Affaires, Mr. Portman ; Argus (Commander Round), with gunboat Boun 
cer (Lieut.-Commandeng Lewis) in tow, French Shipt—Guerridre (Com= 
modore Olivier), with French Minister, Monsieur Roche, and suite on 
board, and towing French paddle gunboat Kien Chan, sloop Dupleix (Cum- 
mandant Conrad). Dutch Corvette, Zoutman (Capt. Van der Meersch), 
with H.N.M.'s Consul General, Monsieur van Polsbrook and secretary 
on board, We proceeded under steam (and when practicable sail as well) 
for thé Kii Channel into the inland sea, The passage, so far as weather was 
concerned, left nothing to be desired ; but owing to the strong current which, 
running out of the Bounga and Kii Channels. meets the black stream, 
and sweeps up the coast in the direction of N.E., the squadron only 
reached the entrance of the Isumi Strait on the morning of the 4th, and 
entered it at about 8 a.m. without the slightest hindrance—indeed, no 
very formidable force as yet exists here to offer any ; two batteries (only 
‘one on either hand) being seen, that on the Island of Tomengai, a mere 
platform, uncovered in any way, and mounting only seven guns, with ap- 
Parently room for three more ; whilst on the “port ” hand was a long low 
sand battery, faced with granite, well built, and mounting thirteen guus, with 
embrasures for four more. The squadron was, however, in readiness for 
immediate action in the vent of their meeting with any opposition. 

Proceeding up the “ Isumi Nada” (Gulf of Osaca), in the direction of 
Osaca, the squadron (at the instigation of the French by signal) formed 
into one line, English leading, Dutch next, and French bringing up the 
rear, and steamed slowly round the gulf in open order, passing within 
three or four miles of the Osaca coast, and obtaining a very fair view of 
the river's mouth, where, under some very formidable looking batteries, 
lay two steamers at anchor, one a scréw, the other a paddle, and both ap- 
parently of American build. £ . 

At one P.M, the ships anchored off Hiogo, in the order decided on 
before leaving Yokohama, and arrangements were, without much diffi- 
culty, made for the landing of officers, during the daytime, The peop e for 
the most part were (apart {rom a very pardonable curiosi'y) universal:y civil 
and friendly. Four or five steamers were lying off Hoge, very clote in 
shore; nune of them, however, were at all formidable in appearance, and 
tha only further means of defence at present-existing there are*two 
inefficient square mud redoubts (mounting each two heavy guns 
en barbetie), which might be easily disposed of -by ships’ boats alone. 
There are,-however, two apparently well-built martello. towers, each 
capable of mounting eight guns in casemates, and two en barbette ; none 
are however in them at present, and from the position of their port holes, 
no more than two could command any position at the same time in addi- 
tion to those en barb:tte, excepting perhaps at long distances, It is 
evidently, however, intended to construct further defences here, a8 a pro- 
fusion of stone cut for building, lays in readiness on Hiogo Point. 
Beef at 17 cents per Ib., and vegetables, were obtained for the squadron, 
through the Custom-house without much difficulty and in fact, the 
authorities generally appeared wiiling to oblige, 

On Sunday (5th) the French gunboat Kien Chan went over to Osaca 
with the secretaries and interpreters of the varions levations, whose ol j ct 
was to communicate with the Gorogio, and arrange preliminaries for 
future interviews between them and the representatives of.the four Powers. 
On the Kien Chan entering the river leading to Osaca, she grounded on 
the bar, and was immediately and very civilly offered assistance from the 
two steamers (one of them Satsuma’s) lying inside; this was, however, as 
civilly declined, and the little craft succeeded in getting clear without it, 
and landing her passengers, who were taken charge of by a guard of 

‘aconins, as in Yedo. ‘They were permitted to walk as fir as the entrance 
of the city, but were not allowed to ent. andreturned to their interview 
with the Tycoon’s Ministers in a building near where they had landed. 
The Tycoon was said to be absent on a visit to the Mikado, in Miaco ; 
but the interview was on the whole satisactory, and albeit no definite 
arrangements were made as to the appointment of some suitable place 
inside the city for future interviews, as desired by the deputation, it was 
agreed that a proper Governor should be at once appointed to Hiogo and 
charged with the safety of foreigners landing ; which was at least a good 
step in the right direction. The river appeared to be very strongly de- 
fended both at its mouth and on its banks, by forts well and sir-n sly 
built, and mounting very heavy guns; whilat the difficulty of approaching 
them in lacge ships within a distance of two miles would make them all 
the more formidable in the event of our being ever forced in’o more 
warlike measures tban thote at present in contemplation, 


During the next week several messages passed between the Ministers and 
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the Gorogio (the Kien Chan and Bouncer being kept in a constant state 
of activity) and these resulted in communications with the Tycoon on the 
part of his Council, and the subsequent visit of one of them (Abé Bungo- 
no-Kami) to the Ministers, on board the Princess Royal. This took place 
on Saturday (11th), when he came over from Ouaca by steamer, and was 
met by the four Ministers; the principal propositions made being, it is 
enerally believed, that the existing treaties should be at once ratified by 
Mikado, and the Port of Hiogo opened to trade at the sacrifice by 
us of that portion of the Bimonoseki indemnity yet remaining unpaid, 
No definite arrangement on any subject was, however, arrived at ; the 
only answer being that Abé Bungo-no-Kami would further consult his 
brother counsellors, and communicate with his master the Tycoon again 
on the propositions made to him. On leaving the English flag-ship he 
was saluted with seventeen guns by her and the Guerriére, and imme- 
diately returned to Osaca. 

On Sunday, 12th, at 4.30 p.., H.M.S. Perseus(Commander Stevens) 
arrived from Yokohama with the English mail, having waited there until 
the afternoon of the 10th for the French one—thus making an excellent 
passage of forty-eight hours, the better that she towed the gunboat Bustard 

‘Lieut.-Commander Adams) as far as well into the Kii Channel. The 

justard joined the squadron the same evening. Subsequent to 
this date several messages passed and interviews took place be- 
tween the ministers and members of the Gorogio (the interviews 
being invariably held on board the English flagship). ‘The members 
of the Gorogio who usually came over from Osaca were the one already 
named. and Tatsi Bana Idsumi-no-Kami, At length, on Friday, 24tl 
November, the existing treaties were declared ratified by the Mii 
and certain modifications in the customs tariff (the nature of which 
yet known), agreed upon} the opening of the port of Hiogo to trade being, 
i is generally believed, still postponed till 1868. On the whole, the expe- 
dition may be said to have been decidedly successful, and reflective of 
great credit on the active perseverance of Sir H. Parkes and his colleagues. 
On the 25th the Dupleix and Zutman sailed for Yokohama at 2 v.M., and 
the Perseus left the same night (at 11) for Shanghai, with Sir H. Parkes 
on board. At daylight on the 26th the Princess Royal and Pelorus left 
for Yokohama, at which port the former anchored at 6 P.M. on the follow- 
ing day, having been favoured with strong north-wer i 
trip. _ The Pelorus having been ordered back to 
the Bustard was thus thrown several hours behind, and did not 
consequently, reach the Narrows until too late to render her proceeding 
into port that night advisable ; she arrived, however, the following morn- 
ing. The Leopard and Bouncer were left off Hiogo, with orders to 
sail, when the weather moderated, for Nagasaki. The Bustard put back, 
but may be daily expected in Yokohama. I forgot to mention that the 
Guerriére sailed on 15th for Saigon, and the Argus on the 19th, with the 
mails for Shanghai, from whence she is expected to return shortly, bring- 
ing stores and provisions for the squadron in Jay 

‘Hiogo appears to be in every way admirably adapted to European re- 
quisitions as a settlement; the anchorage is good, with deep water very 
close in shore, and is well protected from north winds, whilst it can be but 
indifferently assailed by those from any other quarter. Vegetables and 
poultry procured by the squadron were decidedly superior to those usually 
parchasable in Yokohama, and about the same price ; this, however, varied 
according to the will of the sellers, buyers being only too willing to get 
what they could at anything like a reasonable sum; on one occasion, 
indeed, the noble “sirloin,” being unprocurable in itself, one officers’ 
mess invested in an entire bullock, which was immediately run after by 
everyone in the squadron, various expedients being resorted to for the ex- 
tortion of certain portions of the animal. The cotton growing about 
Hiogo appeared superior to that in the vicinity of Yokohama. 





























TIEN-TSIN. 

The following is from tho Circular of Messrs. Platt and Co., 
dated 28th Nov. :— 

“ Grey Shirtings: Sales of 8 2-4 Ibs ‘common chop.’ at taels 3-65 to 
taels 3:70. Just previous to the closing of the navigation, best 84 Ib. 
“eagle chop’ were quoted and in demand at taels 4:10 per ps, owing to 
the news just to hand, under date of September 16, from England. Tacls, 
4:10, at 6. 24d. per tael exchange, equal to 26s. 8d. per ps.” 

HANKOW. 

From this port we have dates to 18th December. The prin- 
cipal item of news is of a fracas in which a French commercial 
man (Dupuis) anda doctor of a French gun-boat (Tardiff) were 
rather roughly handled by some Chineso soldiers in the suburbs, 
‘The facts are as follow. The commercial man, on being abused 
by the soldiers for an offence committed by the dog, 
retaliated by accusing the officer in charge of a post 
with the crime of having been a rebel. This scems to have 
aroused the ire of the soldiers, and when the doctor and Mr. 
Dupuis took their next walk abroad (the same day) they were fol- 
lowed, pelted with stones and beaton. Dupuis managed toescape— 
the medico was captured, and when recaptured was ina fainting 
condition. For this atrocity the French authorities demanded 
satisfaction, and have had it; ie, if the ordored decapitation of 
two, and the hearty bambooing of three will satisfy. It is said 
that a pecuniary compensation has also been demanded from 
the provincial treasury.

BHANGHAL 
The London mails of 26th October were received on the 
20th December per Aden, The French steamer left with the pro, 








scnt homeward mail on the 25th December. The North China 
Daily News bas the following items :— 

Native reports from Fukien announce the death of Kwo Sung- 
ling in an engagement betweon the Imperial troops and a body 
of insurgents. No particulars have reached us. Kwo Sung- 
ling will be remembered by many as the commander of the Sung 
tze camp, and as one of the officers who reviewed the volunteers 
in Messrs. Lindsey and Co.’s compound on the occasion of the 
tiffin given to the Chinese officials by Mr. Antrobus, 

Progress is being made in lighting the settlement with gas. 
Kiang-soo-road was the first in Shanghai to exhibit to wonder- 
ing natives the glory of a street lamp lit with gas from the 
settlement’s new works. Nauking-road has just followed suit, 
ten jets being produced between the model pier on the Bund 
and the Maloo Gate. The company announco a reduction in 
their rate to Mex’ $4.50 per 1,000 cubic feet. 

Visions of intruding Nienfei have again disturbed the re- 
pose of the provincial authorities in Kiangsu. A strong force 
of insurgents is reported to have passed the Shantung boun- 
dary, and reached the district of Tang-shang, in the department 
of Chu-chow. The Yellow River and the Yang-tsze still flow 
between Shanghai and the marauding bands now devastating the 
northern portion of the province, so that there is ne-apprehen= 
sion for personal safety. Three camps at present at Soochow 
have received orders from tho Acting-Governor Liu to advance 
to the disturbed districts, and as it is thought tbat even these 
will prove insufficient, a muster of local militia will take place, 

Ying Taotai has issued a notification setting forth that 
certain houses are now set apart for the shelter of the beggars 
who lie about the streets of the city at night. In these asylums 
they will be provided with straw and a small ration of rice, 
Those who do not avail of this provision will be regarded 
as persons of bad character, and will be arrested and se- 
verely dealt with. 

A tempest in a tea cup has just been quelled in°the little city 
of Chin shan on the Putung side. Chin shan is a city of the 
third order, and is distant about sixty-five miles from Shanghai, 
under the rule of the prefect of Sungkong. Some days ago 
rumours reached the authorities to the effect that a regularly 
organised insurrection had broken out, and that at least three 
thousand men had obtained arms of one description or another, 
which they were ready at a moment's notice to turn against 
the local officials. So far as the latter were concerned, perhaps 
the most alarming symptom ofthe movement was the scrupu- 
lous good conduct of the rebels, Life and property were re- 
spected, and although the daily pursuits of the inhabitants of 
the city and suburbs were of course suspended, no violence of 
any kind was manifested. The leader of the discontented faction 
was aliterary graduate, whose name has not been allowed to tran- 
spire. Any connection with the Taipings, the Nienfeiorthe members 
of secret socictics was disclaimed, and the object stated to be in 
view was the restoration of the people to a state of something like 
independence. This involved the overthrow of the existing 
official class, and accordingly the official class it was which was 
denounced. A relative of the Shanghai Hien, Wang by name, 
holds a military command in Chin shan or the neighbourhood, 
and itis said that he has made himself deservedly most un- 
popular, A band of the insurgents penetrated into his official 
residence, but being unable to find him, caught his son, a mere 
youth, and killed him. Couriers were despatched to Sungkong 
and Shanghai, and troops were sent down with the utmost 
speed, In the meantime the leader of the movement, hearing 
of the approach of a formidable force, fied, and his followers 
immediately dispersed. Eight of the head men were seized 
and executed, aud the remainder shared in the misery entailed 
by the presence of Imperial troops. The insurrection has thus 
been nipped in the bud, and a few days will efface every 
vestigo of the intended rebellion. But there are two features 
in this contemptible disturbance which merit notice, The 
first is the sanction given by the literary class, and tho in- 
auguration of the entire affair by a graduate. The second is 
the respect shown by the insurgents for the life and property 
of the people. We need hardly inform any of our readers that 
the literary men form the dominant class in China, avd that 
without their concurrence no insurrection can attain alarming 
dimensions. Still Jess is it necessary for us to remind those 
who have lived for the last few years in Shanghai that to the 
cruelty and rapacity of the Taiping rebels was duo the in 
tense hatred and horror wherewith the rebellion was regarded 
by peaceful villagers, The streets of the settlement crowded, 
with the dead and the dying, whose miserable plight was caused 
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by the merciless ravages of the Taiping soldiery, proved con- 
clusively that without some radical change in the usual conduct 
of insurrection a movemeut directed to such an end as the 
overthrow of the Government could never hope for success. 
The Chin shan insurgents have now set the example of initiating 
a purely political disturbance, without in any way infringing 
the personal rights of tho populace. It is by acting in this 
manover only that success can be attained. We have little 
doubt that the example thus set will be followed in many other 
places, and for this reason we are disposed to regard the little 
emeute at Chin shan as more significant and more worthy of 
notice than such disturbances usually are. 

H.MS. Swallow had arrived at Shanghai, after a six months’ 
surveying cruise off Shantung, where she has been engaged in 
@ comprehensive survey of the line between Kienchan Bay and 
Stanton Island, The exertions of Mr, Wilds, the commander 
of the surveying expedition, will, we trust, meet with the recog- 
nition which they deserve at the hands both of the Admiralty 
and of the Mercantile Marine, The Swallow has now been for 
more than four years in commission, and it is probable that 
sho will be ordered home during the ensuing twelve months. 
During this period both she and her tender, the Dove, have 
surveyed the entrance to the Yaug-tze and a portion of Wusung 
River. Charts of the harbour of Amoy, Swatow, and Kienchan 
have been constructed, and the south coast of the Corea has 
also been carefully surveyed. In the early part of this year 
Mr. Wilds and the officers of the Swallow and Dov sur- 
veyed the Formosa banks, together with the entire south- 
west ooast, and @ considerable portion of the wost 
coast of the island. Much has been added to the know- 
ledge already in our possession with regard to that coast, 
and as scon as the results of the survey are published, vessels 
of all sizes will be enabled to approach the various harbours in 
safety. It is satisfactory to learn that wherever parties were 
landed they were most hospitably received by the natives, and 
were well supplied with provisions et most reasonable rates. 
During the course of the survey several very heavy gales were 
experienced, in one of which the boats were overtaken, and 
found considerable difficulty in reaching the ship, the crews 
having to be slung and hoisted on board. The violence of the 
storm may be judged from the fact that the pinnace and second 
gig were awamped and sunk. They were, however, recovered 
with some difficulty after the wind abated. The value of these 
arduous labours cannot be lightly estimated, and those whose 
interests lie in the China seas will look anxiously for the publi- 
cation of the results at which Mr. Wilds has arrived. 

Piracy in the neighbourhood of Ningpo appears to be steadily 

increasing, in spito of the presence of a guuboat in the Yung 
river, and the frequent cruises undertaken by the Confucius and 
Pluto, The former vessel has just returned from Chusan, after 
a brush with pirates, in which Captain McCaslin, although un- 
able to carry out his original intention, contrived to do a con- 
siderable amount of damago to these dangerous pests. Having 
left Shanghai on the 4th Dec., he cruised for a day round the 
Saddles, without, however, seeing any suspicious craft. On the 
6th he arrived at Kou ding, an island on the edge of the 
Chusan archipelago, where he auchored. Here he found a junk 
and house, which bo was informed were resorted to by pirates 
whenever they visited the island. Thero was no trace of any vory 
recent occupation, but both were burned,as a matter of precaution. 
The Confucius then left Kou ding, and on the 7th, when off Chen- 
Kong, an island to the west of Chusan, saw a large junk 
crowded with men and well armed. A blank shot was fired to 
bring the junk to, but the request thus conveyed was answered 
by a ball from one of the enemy's cannou, The Confucius im- 
mediately gave chase, but soou found the water failing so rapidly 
that she was obliged to anchor, while the junk was able to run 
two miles nearer shore. Here she, too, was obliged to stop, and 
at this range the Confucius commenced a vigorous cannonade 
of shot and shell, The only visible effects were that the junk’s 
rudder and a portion of her stern were shot away, but it was 
afterwards found that the fire had been-more destructive by far 
than was at first imagiued. Ammunition beginning to 
foil, the boats were lowered, but as soon as the men 
on board the junk saw the movement they escaped 
to the land, from which they were but a short dis- 
tance. By the time the boats of the Confucius reached the 
junk, the latter was perfectly deserted, but the crew had taken 
up a strong position between two hills near the beach. It was 
at first intended to drive them from this post, but the men of 
the Confucius were so short of ammunition, and night was so 





——s 
rapidly approaching, that the design was eventually abandoned, 
Three strazgiers were taken prisouers, and from them it was 
ascertained that the majority of the pirates were Cantonese. 
On the way back to the steamer an attempt was made to carry 
off the junk, but she was fuund so much injured as to be in a 
sinking state. Her foremast was therefore towed out and 
taken as a trophy. As soon as this was done she sauk with all 
her guns, but in such shallow water that the pirates will no 
doubt recover the greater portion of her armament. On the 
way back to Ningpo, and thence to Shanghai, the Confucius 
saw nothing of a suspicious character. 

The Shanghai News says the steamer Promise has been sold 
to the Japanese ; the Lancefield was to proceed immediutely to 
Hong Kong to be fitted with new boilers; and the Murtin Waite, 
Hercules, and Wusuig have been chartered by the Chinese to 
collect the’salt tax and repress piracy on the coast. The latter 
step is said to have been suggested by a recent engagement 
near Chinhai between a body of soldiers, taken down by the 
Pluto, avd & strong band of pirates, in which the latter were 
victorious. 

The Friend of China states that Judge Hornby, having recently 
visited the Consular gaol, made a point of asking if they had 
Divine service within the wallson Sundays. The answer run- 
ning that they had prayers occasionally only, the following 
Sunday his Honour went and read the Church service to the 
prisoners himself. The circumstance’ speaks volumes for Sir 
Edmund's moral worth, 

A Fancy Bazaar has been held at the Club, in aid of a fund 
the object of which is to add a free ward to the Shanghai 
General Hospital. The number of unemployed and destitute 
foreigners at present in Shanghai rendered this step most de- 
sirable, and it certainly received the hearty support of the 
community, for a sum of nearly cight thousand taels was 
realised by the sale. 

The Municipal Council held their monthly meeting on the 
13th December, when the usual routine business was transacted, 
and an interesting correspondence between H.B.M. Consul and 
the Taoutaifrelative to the abolition of the punishment of the 
chain gang for Chinese prisoners was laid on the table, It is 
satisfactory to know that this punishment, which has proved 
most effvctual‘in diminishing crime in the settlement, will still 
be continued under certain restrictions to be agreed upon by 
the Chinese and foreign magistrates of the Mixed Court, 

The Yuen-tse-fei, from Taku, 16th December, reports hard 
frosts there, with fine weather, The Corea was loading cotton 
for Shanghai inside the bar.

The following report is from Messrs, Fussell and Co.'s 
Circular, dated December 21 :— 

Since the date of our last Circular we have received dates from London 
to 10th, 17th, and 26th October, by the English and French mail steamers 
respectively. 

IntporTs.—The following sales have been made: 500 pieces 7Ib, Grey 
Shirting, at $4.80 per piece ; 250 pieces 56 reed White Shirting, at $4 
per piece ; 146 pieces assorted Spanish Stripes, at $0.85 per yard; 
piculs Lead against Tea, at $6.50 to $7 per picul. Opium: Sales have 
been, 7 chest? Malwa, 32 chests Patna, and 48 chests Benares, Wo 
quote—Malwa, $1,060; Patna, $735; Benares, $715. 

Exvonts.—Tea: Our last report ,was dated the 9th inst. and on the 
Ith inst. the English and French mails, with dates to 10th and 17th 
October, were delivered. Immediately on receipt of the exciting intelli- 
gence regarding the London market considerable anxiety to purchase 
Congou was manifested, and in two days the whole stock of desirable kinds 
was bought up, the latest settlements shewing an advance of I to 2 tacls 
per picul : since then, owing to the poor assorlment on offer. business has 
been much restricted, but the few chops placed on the market have found 
eager buyers at full rates. The arrivals trom the country have been about 
8.000 chests, and the quantity still to come to band is variously estimated 
at 5,000 to 10,000 chests. Suuchongs: The few chops on offer have 
found ready sale. Oolongs: During the past day or two American 
buyers have again made large purchases. Scented Teas have been in 
moderate request. 




















FONG KONG. 

The dates by this mail (French) are down to the 29th Dec., 
or three days later than the usual date, owing to the non-arrival 
of the corresponding steamer from the north. Since the com- 
pany have placed the Japan work on the Shanghai steamer she 
has been Iste, but the lost time has been regained en route. The 
present wail is only 37 days from Hong Korg and 41 from 
Shanghai, The mail of Nov. 10 arrived out on Dec, 23. 

The following items are from the Evening Matl:— 

‘As Christinas is approaching, we would draw attention to tho 
large numbers of destitute scamen still moving about the town, 
who are obliged to apply to foreigners for aid. Many call at 
foreign houses in the evening ; others in broad daylight. It 
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may be that many have squandered their money in a foolish 
manner, regardless of what next day may bring them; and a 
strong probability may likewise exist that foolish thoughtless- 
ness was the sole cause of their leaving their vessels at all, and 
throwing themselves out of employment. Such folly ought 
probably to be still more strongly looked upon now since the 
establishment of the Sailors’ Home, with its many advantages 
calculated to husband the resources of the profusely-inclined 
seaman. Still we cannot help giving expression to our convic- 
tion that this most useful institution will fallvery much short of its 
intended usefulness without a minister who may preach to the 
sailors on Sundays, visit them in and out of employment, ad- 
vise them under all circumstances, and take a general interest 
in their welfare. 

Wo nad the pleasure of witnessing the distribution of prizes 
to those volunteers who had won them at the recent competi- 
tion. Punctual to the time appointed (4.39 p.m.), the band, 
accompanied by about twenty rank and file, and nearly an equal 
number of officers, commissioned and non-commissioned, 
marched into the gardens, the musicians playing a lively air, 
Upon their falling into line upon the steps leading to t 
terrace, the Hon. Mrs. Mercer, with the Acting Governor, ap- 
proached, the bund playing the National Anthem, and the corps 
preseuting arms, Mrs, Mercer then took her station at a table, 
upon which were placed the elegant trophies which were to be 
awarded to the successful competitors. Captain H. J. H. 
Tripp (the Adjutant) was the first called to receive a prize, 
which was gracefully presented to him with a neat and appro- 
priate speech from the lady distributing them. After the band 
played “See the Conquering Hero Comes,” the rest of the prizes 
were distributed to the various winners, each presentation 
being accompanied by words of congratulation from the lady 
president. His Excellency the Acting Governor in a short 
but energetic speech, in which he complimented the winners 
upon their proficiency in shooting, and dilated upon the useful- 
ness of the system of volunteer corps, closed the proceedings. 

HLM. troop ship Oronts arrived out on the 27th Dec. with 
troops from Eugland, Mauritus, &, The Jail on this says :— 
Amongst the officers brought here by H.M.S. Orontes is Dr. 
Newton, Royal Navy, appointed by the Admiralty to the 
Hospital ship Acorn at Shanghai, We are glad that the uavy 
is so often fortunate in selecting popular officers to fill vacan- 
cies on foreign stations, Dr. Newton is well known to the oid 
residents in China as Assistant Surgeon of the Bittern during 
her eventful commission, and he was presented by the Ningpo 
and Shanghai guild of bankers and junk owners with valuable 
tokeus of their esteem and regard on his departure from the 
north for Canton in November, 1855. He will doubtless again 
make himself a favourite with both the native and foreign 
community. 

A match between the Garrison and the Hong Kong Cricket 
Club resulted as follows:—The Garrison team of nine officers 
and two privates first took the wickets at 11.10 ax, and re- 
tired at 1.20 p.m for ten wickets and 124 runs; of which 
number 24 was obtained off one bat. The Club’sent in two 
men to the wickets at 1.50, and on tiffin being called at 2 pw. 
the score stood one wicket for 14 runs. Play was resumed 
after refreshment, aud at 4.40 P.M. a splendid catch by point 
fiuished the innings for a score of 127, but three ahead of the 
Garrison.

The climate during the 
hut season is too severe for Ruropean troops; assisted by an ladian regi- 
ment they may get through tolerably well, but unaided they cannot and 
never will.” “Unaided by ordinarily good uecommodation oF left to per= 
form in this latitude a routine of duty designed for a European climate, 
it is not to be expected that rahe remain in health, but be- 
fore the authorities at home find sua of Hong Kong guilty of 
ing the destruction of the troops, it may be well to consider how 
far the dreadful mortality of the 1]th may have been owing to needless 
exposure and avoidable hardship. ‘The health of pritoners in the gaol 
last summer was remarkably good all the while the soldiers were dying as 
if they had been stricken by a pestilence. It is odd if we cannot make 
‘our barracks as healthy as our prisons. and take as much care of the troops 
asof the convicts. The Army und Navy Gazette, not fully realising the 
extent to which the bad health of the | 1th was due to avoidable causes, 
urges the employment of Indian regiments in China, and sharply 
attacks the shortsighted economy which led the Home Government to 
upset an arrangement considered desirable on its own merits for the 
sake of saving the difference between Indiauand English allowances, due 
to British troops serving with Indian forces, Most assuredly such petty 
savings, accomplished at a sacrifice of policy and justice to individuals, 
lead in almostall cases to some disastrous result. It is not with the view 
of maintaining that Indi way from China that we 
would insist on the possibility troops here in health, 
The allowance question should be dealt with on other grounds. If the 
conditions of service here give English soldiers a fair claim to extra pay, 
it can scarcely be creditable to the Government to seize on an excuse 
for evading the fulfilment of their honourable obligations, whether at any 
given moment Indian troops may or may not be in China.

The plant, stock in trade, aud goodwill of the China Mail, 
weekly newspaper, together with its daily and overland editions, 
are offered for sale by the executors of Mr. Kemp, the late 


proprietor. 
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The prospectus of tho “Hong Kong Hotel Company, 
Limited,” is advertised, with a capital of $300,000, to purchase 
the “ Oriental,” and carry it on as a first-class family hotel. 
Arrangements are also said to have been made for the purchase 
of the “ Keying” and “ Marine” houses. The China Mail com- 
plains that although the public are asked to invest a large sum 
of money in this undertaking, no information of a bona 
‘fide oberacter is vouchsafed them. The names of the 
‘provisional directors and promoters are not even published ; the 
proceedings of their meetings are kept secret; nothing is said 
as to the terms upon which the various properties named have 
been, or are to be acquired, nor of the outlay necessary to make 
them available, which will certainly be very heavy. Apart from 
these objections, the scheme appears a feasible and promising 
one ; and, with a greater measure of candour and publicity, will 
probably gain the confidence of the public. One feature in- 
cluded in it—the establishment of an Exchange room, on the 
principle of the “ Jerusalem” in London, will, if well carried 
out, certainly be a great boon. 

We are informed that Govenor Mercer is about to resign the 

_ Grand Mastership of British Freemasonry in China, which posi- 
tion he has now held for the last thirteen years. Increased 
pressure of public duty is the assigned reason, Henry Murray, 
Esq., is said to be the probable successor. 

The Peruvian ship Onstina reports having experienced good 
weather during the passage. Chili blockaded by the Spaniards, 
One of the Pacific mail boats was on her way to Valparaiso 
before the news reached Callao; when she arrived at Valpa- 
raiso was refused an entrance ; returned to Callao, and then the 
British war vessel Leander went off with the company’s 
steamer to Valparaiso to enforce an entrance, and the U. . 
steamer Wateree also went there. No news of their operations 
reached Callao before leaving. 

The British ship Queen of the Age reports that on the 12th 
December came through Gillolo Passage in company with 
the James Shepherd, of London, from London to Shanghai. Had 
experienced very strong squally weather after passing Pellew 
Islands with high confused seas, and thick, rainy, foggy weather 
in passing through Ballentang Passage. 


JAVA. 
BATAVIA, 

H.N.M’s steamers Amsterdam, Djambi, and Ardjoeno returned 
to Batavia on the 1st November, having on board of them the 
the troops which had been sent to the north-east coast of 
Sumatra last August, for the purpose of reducing to the rule 
of Siak the small kingdoms on that coast which had refused to 
acknowledge its authority. 

‘After subduing the Kingdom of Assahan, the greater por- 
tion of the land aud sea forces proceeded to Serdang in order to 
bring the King of that country to reason. When the troops 
arrived there they found that the subjugation of Assa- 
han had already produced a favourable impression. On the 
28th September, previous to the arrival of the troops, the 
Sultan of Serdang had addressed a letter to the Comptroller 
in which he entreated for pardon for his error against the 
Government ; and on the 3rd of October he came on board one 
of the steamers, accompanied by his brother Toengkoe Pange- 
rang, and his nephew, Raja Moesa, and requested an audience of 
the Resident. 

After the Resident had represented to the Sultan the per- 
verseness of his conduct and the injurious consequences which 
had nearly resulted therefrom, he granted him pardon in the 
name of the Government, and renewed the former treaty with 
him. 


COCHIN CHINA. 
SAIGON. 

The monument erected in honour of Lieutenant Lamaille 
Charge des Affaires Civiles, at Saigon in 1862, who died on bi, 
way to France, is nearly finished. It is an elegant pyramid of 
granite, placed on the Quay opposite Catinat-street. It is in 
view of the shipping and the greater part of the city. The 
position is befitting the memory of an officer who was so uni- 
versally loved and regretted. 

On the 27th December, the Tigre anchored, having on board 
the Governor and his family. Admiral Roze at once called on 
him. On the next day at seven o'clock Admiral De la Gran- 
diére landed, and his flag was hoisted on board the Duperre 
under a salute of 17 guns, At eight o’clock the heads of de- 
partments were received by the two admirals. For some days 


following numerous visitors repaired on board the Guerriere to 
pay their adieur to Admiral Roze. 

From Bein-hoa we learn that tigers have much disturbed the 
village of Long Thanh. On the night of the lst November 
two tigers entered the fort by different directions, whence they 
carried off a dog. At Vinh-Loi one of these animals has been 
killed under very curious circumstances. This tiger had 
been the terror of the village for three months, and on the 
26th of August, at nightfall, he carried off an old woman. On 
the next day an Anamite marriage was being celebrated. At 
eight o'clock in the evening, the bridegroom, escorted by his 
parents and friends, set out on a visit to the house of his 
future wife, carrying with them the usual complimentary gifts ; 
among them figured a whole pig roasted and varnished, and 
decorated with flowers and paintings. This animal, reserved 
for the guests, was carried off by the tiger just at the hour of 
the feast. The bridegroom, who was forced to offer up another 
victim to the appetites of the guests, resolved to go out and 
revenge himself. Ho prepared a trap for the ferocious beast, 
which the latter avoided for some time, but at length was 
caught. 


MALACCA STRAITS. 
SINGAPORE. 

Dates are down to the 6th January. The French mail of 
Nov. 17 arrived out on the 24th Dec, and the P. snd 0. 
mail of Nov. 26 had not arrived out. 

The steamer Japan, from Glasgow, arrived out on the 23rd 
December. The Singapore Free Press of 28th December and 
4th January contain no items of importance beyond the New 
Year's festivities. . 

Beyond the following telegram we have received no details 
of the mutiny on board the Pride of the Ganges, from Hong 
Kong to the West Indies with coolies. 

The J. D. Visser (Dutch barque), arrived at Singapore 22nd Dee. from 
Hong Kong, reports that in lat. 17 N. she passed the Pride of the Ganges, 
standing in towards the China coast, with signal fying, * Mutiny on 
board.” The J. D. Visser signalled “ Heave to and J will come to your 
assistance,” the reply to which was not allowed. The Dutch vessel 
followed, and the Pride of the Ganges outsailed her, and when last seen 
the signal “ Master overboard ” was flying. 

PENANG. 

We take the following items from the Penang Gazxtte:— 
The examination of the young ladies of St. Maur’s lustitution 
took place on the 16th Dec. The room, as usual, was decorated 
in a very pleasing style, reflecting much credit on the taste of 
those under whose direction it was done. The examination of 
the scholars consisted of various displays in music and singing, 
together with dialogues on various subjects. Ecclesiastical 
history, general history and geography, reading &c., formed 
the programme. The great amount of real good done by the 
disinterested efforts of the sisters belonging to the Convent 
invests these yearly examinations with considerable interest to 
all of us, and we wish the St. Maur’s Institution every success 
in their good efforts. 

The examination of candidates for the “Gottlieb Scholar- 
ship,” attached to the P. W. I. Free School, was held on the 
21st December last, under the superintendence of Messrs 
Bain, Gottlieb, Scott, and the Rev. Mr. Mackay. The success- 
ful competitor last year—a Chinese boy uamed Oh Cheng 
Chan—headed the poll, and fuirly outstripped his rivals, gain- 
ing 282 more marks than his successor this year, who 
is alsoa Chinese lad, named Ong Eng Tin. Oh Cheng Chan 
was allowed to compete merely for distinction, as the prize is 
not awarded to the same boy twice. 

During the last two weeks there have been two vessels sold ; 
one, the Hamburg brig Greta, carrying 4,800 piculs, sold for 
$4,400, her name being now changed to that of the Spizfre, 
was bought by natives of this place, and destined for the 
Pinang trade ; the other, the British schooner Delphin, carry- 
ing 2,700 piculs, was sold for $4,100 to a native of Padang 
and is destined for the trade on the West Coast of Sumatra.

COMMERCIAL POSTSCRIPT 

The Hindustan, China and Japan Bank has complied with the 
standing orders in respect to its Bill for the reduction of the 
nominal amount of shares to be brought forward this session. 
The Bill passed the Examiners on the 30th ult. 

‘The following is from the Circular of Messrs. W. C. Sillar and Co. :-— 

Stivea.—The demand for India still continues, though on a more 
limited scale. Tke rumours of the unsatisfactory state of the Mint in 
Bombay, and a fall in the exchanges, have somewbat affected the market, 
and caused a decline in the rates. Our present quotations are Se Idd. 
per os. standard, and 5e. 1 11-16d. at Marseilles ; a considerable amount 
was despatched to Calcutta from that port by the steamer of the 28th ult., 
a large portion of which was in five-franc pieces, The steamer of the 4th 
inst. from Southampton will also take a fair amount. The fine bars by 
the Shanaon were sold yenerday for India at 5s. 144., showing no altera- 
tion as compared with the previous packet, though in the interval prices 
have ranged considerably higher. Last mail brings reports from Bombay 
of the mint being unable to coin sufficiently fast for the wants of the com- 
munity, 20 that silver, itself the standard of currency. is comparatively in- 
convenient and uncertain as a remittance, We fotieve that this evil 
would be counteracted if the Government of India would permit bars of 
silver, stamped by the mint, to be a legal tender in payments of magnitude, 
or sanction the issue of notes against si bullion. 

ExcHanck on India has shown so and the last two days 
the banks have been willing to draw on slightly easier terms than the rates 
lately ruling. We annex the quotations for Bank bills now current. The 
amount of Council bills to be tendered for on the 7th inst. is 35 lacs. 

Mr. Page’s Annual Bullion Circular states : 

Gentlemen,—The total shipments during 1865 fell short of those made 
during 1864, by rather more than 10} million sterling, viz:—To Alexandria, 
decrease in 1865, say 2} millions; to Bombay, 4} millions; to Madras, 

million ; to Calcutta, 2 millions; to China, and Straits Sof Malacca, 

4 million; Net decrease during year 1865, compared with year 1864, 
10} million. The progressive increase in the shipments from Marseilles, 
compared with the export from Southampton, is worthy of notice. In 
1860 the Marseilles shipments amounted to about one-third of the amount 
sent from Southampton, while during last year the export from Marseilles 
was considerably more than double that from Southampton. This change 
is partly owing to the saving of time effected via Marseilles, admitting of 
operations by that route afier the departure of the Southampton steamer, 
and also in some degree to the lower charges via Marseilles, especially on 
shipments to Calcutta and China,

ueror has brought to England the battalion of Roval Marine Light In- 
fantry that has recently been on special service in Japan, and a number of 
invalids, naval and military. The Royal Marine battalion embarked for 
service in Japan at Plymouth in December, 1863, under the command of 
Lieut,-Col. Suther,aud arrived off Yokohama, Japan, in June, 1864, where 














it landed and encamped. In the following August the battalion re-em- 
barked in the Conqueror, and proceeded with the allied fleets to the inland 
sea, where it was present at the bombardment of the enemy's batteries at 
Simonoseki on the 5th of September, 1864. The battalion has brought to 
England as its“ lawful prize of war”” ‘two brass field-pieces captured in the 
attack on the stockade at Simonoscki. Having left behind in China 
and Japan about one hundred volunteers, the present strength 
of the battalion is 26 officers, three staff-sergeants, (25 sergeants, and 350 
rank and file. The Legation guard of Royal Marines, who have been in 
Japan since March, 1863, for the protection of Her Majesty's Minister 
and the Legation, have also returned to England with the battalion in the 
Conqueror. The names of the officers attached to and accompanying the 
battalion are as follows :—Lieut-Colonels P, C. Penrose, C, W. Adair, 
and J. A. Stewart; Capts.

THE NIENFEI REBELLION IN CHINA. 

Snrce the suppression of the Taiping rebellion another for- 
midable body of insurgents bave threatened the Government at 
Peking. These are named Nienfei or Nie-en-fei by the Im- 
perialists, signifying ‘‘ Rebellious Banditti,” having a perfectly 
distinct origin from the late religious movement that came from 
the South, or others of political character in the West. This 
may be considered a social outbreak, the result of accidental 
circumstances; but, nevertheless, a sanguinary insurrection in 
that distracted empire. Not ouly are they arrayed against the 
constitutional authorities, but they rob and murder the peaceful, 
industrious inhabitants, and evince the greatest hatred to 
foreigners. As an instance of the latter, they literally roasted 
alive, some years ago, two missionaries at Chefoo, who risked 
their lives amongst one of their hordes whom they sought to 
pacify by religious exhortations. Yet these people were once 
the loyal inhabitants of that tract of country where the Grand 
Canal crosses the Yellow River, and the three adjacent provinces 
converge. At this point the river and canal have been subject 
to floods ; and it was a matter of great importance for the Go- 
vernment to keep their banks in repair to prevent inundation, 
and have clear navigation for junks carrying rice from the cen- 
tral and southern provinces to the northern capital. As long 
as the traffic was open to bring them -supplies of rice, 
and the country free from floods, they lived peaceably, 
t lled the land, and tended their cattle and horses, But the 
Government neg’ected the artificial banks of the river, 
and where they are raised annually in proportion 
as this very sedimentary stream rises above its bed; 
and oue season, during a heavier flood than usual, the 
river burst its banks, and inundated the low lands for many 
hundred square miles, Thousands of the inhabitants were 
drowned, and tens of thousands ruincd by the catastrophe, 
Those who could manage it emigrated to the higher lands of 
Shantung, Hovan, and Petchelee, where they quietly settled 
down, Others, however, who were not inclined to peaceful 
occupations, banded together, and plundered the towns snd 
villages that did not suffer by the flood. At first these ma- 
randing expeditions were of a temporary character, where they 
forcibly supplied themselves with rice only. This necessary 
article of food was shortly afterwards cut off, when the Taipings 
captured Nanking and Soochow, and Peking was supplied by 
sea, Moreover, these rebels made an inroad northward, by the 
route of the Grand Canal, which completely starved the wretched 
inhabitants, who had no alternative but robbery or death. 
Their labour upon the embankments, the cultivation of the 
fields, and the tracking of junks, were gone. Hence they united 
with their families into a roving band of marauders, robbing 
all and everybody whom they met of silver, gold, silk, cotton, 
rice, wheat, and clothing, besides stealing horses, mules, and 
young women. As the country they traverse is open, with 
numerous billocks and clumps of trees, and tolerably good 
roads, the men are well mounted on strong fleet ponies, while 
the women and children ride in waggous. In this manner 
they can travel from forty to fifty miles a day when pursued, 
s0 that no infantry force can come up to them. The Govern- 
ment endeavoured to suppress the Nienfei by sending 
& brigade of wretchedly-armed troops after them; but 

















they were of no use; and it was not until a body of Tartar 
horsemen were despatched under the command of SAN-Ko-Lnr- 
sty, the renowned Mongol Prince and General, tbat this 
troublesome band of insurgents could be routed. On one 
occasion, also, a small contingent of British infantry stationed 
fat Tientein marched against them, but they never saw a 
Nienfei until the banditti concentrated their force and attacked 
them; and when they did get the worst of it they were out 
of range in ten or fifteen minutes. By the last accounts it 
would appear that they have been rising again in the Northern 
provinces, and defeated the Imperialists in an engagement. At 
present their number is probably not more than twenty thou- 
sand fighting men, but there are data to conclude that they will 
have considerable accession to their strength from the soldiers 
and village braves, who are disaffected in consequence of the 
bad conduct of the civil mandarins. Should this movement 
ever assume anything like the gigantic proportions of the 
Taiping rebellion, it is clearly the policy of the British Govern- 
ment to preserve a strict neutrality. In the case of the 
Taiping rebellion, our position was very different—where the 
hordes marched upon our valuable settlement at Shanghai, and 
the leader of that movement promulgated his blasphemous 
assumption of Divinity. Here the Imperial Government hes been 
to blame from the first in neglecting to maintain the public works 


' raised by their predecessors to prevent the calamity ; and when 


that did happen they never attempted to succour the distressed 
people. No doubt they are a bloodthirsty band of miscreants, 
as all such are in s nation where the laws and punishments are 
so cruel. But they had wrongs to be redressed, to which the 
authorities turned a deaf ear, and they were forced by starvation 
to become rebellious. Fain would the Chinese Government 
enlist our services in suppressing the Nienfei as we did the 
Taipings ; and they witnessed with apprehension the withdrawal 
of our military force from Tientsin and the Takoo forts, 
Enough of British life and treasure has been sacrificed in that 
pestilential country to maintain our policy, which, it is to 
be hoped, has taken root at the Court of Peking, so that it may 
grow in strength by diplomatic action alone. 

Sir RurerrorD Atcock is now at his post as the Second 
Minister Plenipotentiary, since the barriers of Chinese exclu- 
sivevess were broken down Ly the force that backed his prede- 
cessor, Sir Freperick Bruce. The line of policy pursued upon 
that occasion was doubtless the best, as it proved successful. 
Now, however, that the way has been cleared, a less warlike 
attitude is necessary, to avoid complications that may lead to 
farther strife and expenditure. The English nation will not 
stand any more heavy rates for China wars, to uphold a prestige 
that is not appreciated by those Celestial diplomats. It is 
casting pearls before swine to place the flower of British 
chivalry before the ranks of Chinese soldiery and their pusillaui- 
mous mandarin, Sir R. ALcock’s mission will be entirely 
of a civil nature, and as such it should be thoroughly 
impressed upon the administration. Amity and friendship 
between the two Governments, and strict neutrality towards the 
internal affairs of the empire, should guide his diplomacy ; 
while his duties as superintendent of British trade in China 
should Jead him to see that the treaties are honestly carried 
out by the Chinese, while they are not infringed upon by our 
traders. The Court of Peking has not yet sent an ambassador or 
resident plenipotentiary to the Court of St. James’s, couse- 
quently there is no necessity that the Legation at the onpital 
should attempt to make a display in proportion to the apparent 
magnitude of the office. As the international questions to be 
discussed are likely to be confined to those affecting commerce, 
it will be judicious for the new Minister not to travel too 
much beyond that sphere, in case he might get into the depths 
of hostile controversy. 








AMERICAN CONSULAR JUSTICE. 

Ovr American cousins seem to be generally unfortunate in 
the choice of their representatives in the Far East. The 
vagaries of United States Consuls in China have often been the 
theme of discussion, but probably no case has been- recorded 
in which one of these officials exhibited such a degree of 
mingled incompetence and malignity as did Colonel Fisnee, 
the United States Consul at Yokohama, in trying the case of 


| Rickersy v. Guackseyer. The circumstances of the case are 


briefly these: One Grackaever, an American “rowdy,” was 
prosecuted by his employers for a series of thefts, for which, 
although clearly proved, the United States Conaul declined to 
punish him. Considering himself aggrieved by a report of the 
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case which was published in the Japan Times, this GLACKMEYER 
next distinguished himself by a brutal and cowardly assault 
on Mr. Riogersy, the Euitor of that paper, and Mr. 
Rickersy, under the delusive hope of obtaining justice 
from the United States Consul, duly laid his plaint 
before that functionary. The defendant fully admitted the 
assault, aud attempted in the most impudent manner to justify 
it, using, even in court, the most insulting language to Mr. 
Ricxersy and his witnesses, The Consul overruled Mr, 
Rickersy'’s protest against this indignity ; joined the defendant 
in abusing him ; summarily rejected all evidence which told in 
favor of the plaintiff; treated the case alternately as civil and 
criminal, according as it best suited bis purpose of deliberate 
injustice ; sanctioned the foulest imputatious on Mr. RICKERBY'S 
character, for which there was not the shadow of a foundation ; 
grossly iusulted his wituesses, and even Her Britannic Masesty’s 
Conaul, in open court ; and finally fined the assailant a few 
cents, condemning the complainant in costs. Such a shameless 
abuse of power as this has, we are glad to see, drawn forth a 
unanimous remonstrance from the other Consuls, and a memo- 
rial from the residents of all nationalities, which will be for- 
warded to their respective Governments. As soon as these 
steps have had time to take effect, we doubt not that the pre- 
seuce of Colonel Fiszer at Yokohama will cease to bea re- 
proach, nay, a standing disgrace, to the country he so shame- 
fully misrepresents. 


THE HONG KONG DOLLAR, 

We have much satisfaction in announcing that the necessary 
preparations for tho iasue of thesilver dollar, the only coin now 
wanting to render the new Hong Kong currency perfect, are at 
length completed ; a specimen of the coin having been sub- 
mitted for the QueEN’s approval, and received Her Masgsty's 
sanction. It was of the first importance that this coin, 
destined to circulate throughout the length and breadth of the 
Chinese Empire, should not only be creditable to British art, but 
present in its devices nothing calculated to offend Chinese 
prejudices; and this requirement appears to have been fully 
appreciated by the Mint and Treasury authorities. The chief 
difficulties to be overcome were the incongruity commonly 
attaching to the blending of English and Chinese characters, and 
the necessity of avoiding heraldic devices—the most usual form 
of ornamentation on the reverse of European coin. It was there- 
fore decided that the ornamentation should be purely Chinese, 
and to insure correctness in its execution the task was entrusted 
to Mr, Owen Jowzs, whose researches in Oriental art entitle him 
to the highest position as an authority on this point. To 
leave nothing undone which could add to the beauty and 
effectiveness of the coin, Her Masesry graciously consented to 
sit fora medallion to Mr. Writtaa THEE, the eminent sculptor, 
and the result is that the obverse of the new coin presents an 
exquisitely moulded head of the QuEEN,*free and graceful in 
treatment, and singularly faithful as a likeness, reduced from 
Mr. Tazzp’s medallion. The transfer to the steel die 
was effected by Mr. Lzoxarp C, Wow, the official engraver 
to the Royal Mint. The head is encircled by the legend 
Vicrorta, Queen, with a Chinese border, filling the intervening 
spaces between the words, ‘The reverse bears the same 
appropriate ornamental border, but without lettering, and in 
an inner circle the inscription Ons Dottar, Hone Kona, 1865 ; 
while the ceutre piece, the most characteristic portion of the coin, 
is composed of a Chinese labyrinth, enclosing the Chinese render- 
ing of these inscriptions, The general appearance of the coin 
is exceedingly beautiful, and certainly does infinite credit to all 
concerned in its production ; we cannot, however, help express- 
ing a regret that a profile of Her Masesty should have been 
deemed an essential part of the design. An obstinate aversion 
to changes of any description is oneof the most deeply-rooted 
prejudices in the Chinese character ; and if the Hong Kong dollar 
is always to bear the portrait of the reigning Sovereign, a 
change which may give rise to more currency difficulties will 
sooner or later be inevitable. It is much to be feared that 
when the necessity unhappily arises for replacing the portrait 
of our present QuzEN (whom Gop preserve !) by that of her suc- 
ceseor, the dollars coined during the present reign may rise to 
ap absurd premium, to the prejudice of future mintages, It is 
needless to enlarge on our reasons for this supposition, as the 
history of the Carolus dollar will immediately suggest itself to 
everyone conversant with the China trade. And we think this 
d.fficulty might well have been avoided, without any detriment 
to,the beauty or usefulness of the coin, by substituting on the 
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obverse a figure of Britannia as a national emblem, instead of 

& profile of the Sovereign. We understand that only a few 

Specimen coins will be struck in this country, after which the 

die will be forwarded to Hong Kong without further delay. 
= 

THE ICHIBOU* QUESTION.—PROFITS OF OFFICIALS. 

In our late articles on the excessive mortality among the 
troops at Hong Kong, we had occasion to advert to the 
demoralising influence exercised on our naval and military 
services oo the China station by the seductive advantages 
offered to officers visiting Japan, The Times, in a late article 
on the same subject, refuses credence to statements which it 
says, if true, “ would put officers holding high places of trust 
“in Her Masesty's service on a level with sharpers.” However 
this may be, we are now in possession of evidence—of which 
the following Ictter forms but a portion—clearly establishing 
the truth of the allegations which have been made, so greatly 
to the disadvantage of a large number of officers of ull grades. 
We content ourselves with exposing the evil, and producing 
evidence of its existence ; leaving it to the proper authorities 
to decide on the exact measure of culpability attaching to those 
who have sanctioned and profited by it. As our correspondent 
says, they may think the name given to it by the leading journal a 
harsh one, but that is not our affair. Briefly, then, the main facts 
demanding our attention are—That officials of high rank in 
Her Maszsrr’s service have been benefited to an enormous 
extent by the exchange allowed them by the Japanese Govern- 
ment. That these officials have induced the Japanese to con- 
tinue the benefit to themselves, by consenting to its being 
withdrawn from those whose interests it is their duty to protect. 
That the Japanese Government has been compelled to exchange 
one dollar per diem for each private soldier belonging to the 
rogiments quartered in Yokohama. That the profit on this, 
amounting to some £1,100 per month, has been carried to a 
fund and divided among officers and men, iz proportion to their 
pay ; thus giving the officers, besides the profit on their own 
exchange, the lion’s share of that rightfully belonging to the 
men. That officers not belonging to the garrison, who visited 
Yokohama for pleasure or on sick leave, were permitted to 
share in the spoil, in consequence of a threat that they would 
otherwise expose the abuse. That two officers who visited Yoko- 
hama last year—Colonels Grant and Lovert—had cheques sent 
them for a share, but returned them, declining to have any- 
thing to do with it, That the Prussian Minister, believing that 
the honour of his country was compromised by the acceptance 
of such a bribe, declined any participation in it either 
for himself, or the naval or diplomatic services of his 
Sovereign. And finally, that all these facts, and many others 
equally suggestive, were published in the Japan Herald, the 
leading Yokohama journal, in October last, and up tothe pre- 
sent time no attempt has been made either to refute or justify 
them. 

We have not space in the present article to deal with the 
motives which may have influenced the Gorogio in giving such 
ready assent to the claims of foreign officials for exchange. 
It may be that even at 300 ichibous per 100 dollars the trans- 
action leaves the Ginza no inconsiderable profit. But a clever 
caricature which appeared some time ago in a humorous pub- 
lication issued in Yokohama and called the Japan Punch, 
shadows forth another possible motive. It represents a long 
string of officers—naval, military, and diplomatio—on their 





* It may be as well, perhaps, to give here our reasons for adopting a 
method of spelling this word so greatly at variance with that persisted ia 
by the China press generally. Although Japan possesses a gold coicage, 
the silver coin now under discussion is always used as @ standard, just as 
the franc is in France; and this coin, from some misapprehension on the 
part of the first settlers in Japan, obtained among them the name of 
* Ttziboo,” which has clung to it ever since, with occasional variations, 
such as “ Itzibou " or “ [tzeboo,” to suit the fancy of different writers. 
None of modes of spelling convey either the meaning or the 
sound req ‘The Japanese name for this integral part of their silver 
coinage is simply “ Bou." One of these coins is ichi-bow—literally “one 
bou,” two of them, ni-bou (two bous), and three of them, san-bow (three 
bous). Beyond this extent the term “bou'” is no longer used; four bous 
make one rio, and are called therefore ichi rio; eight, ni-rio (\wo rios), 
and so on. Thus in Japanese parlance the sum of fifteen of these so-called 
 itziboos” would be san rio, san bow—i.e., “ three rios, three bous.” This 
explanation will show how the error arose of first mis-spelling a phrase de- 
scriptive of a single coin, and, secondly, applying it to the entire currency. 
The error is now so deeply rooted that the Japanese themselves are com- 
pelled to adopt it to make themselves understood to such foreigners as do 
not understand the language ; if, however, the word must be retainad as a 
Keneric term for the whole currency, let us, at all events, spell it in such 


@ way as will correctly render its proper pronunciation. 
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way to the Ginaa with bags of dollars to be exchanged. The 
Tycoon looks on, with his forefinger in significant proximity 
to his nose, chuckling over the success of his scheme to secure 
the good will of foreign officials, and keep the forces quiet and 
snug at Yokohama. There may be something in this, too,— 
who knows? With these introductory remarks we leave 
“Icu1eou” to speak for himself. Although somewhat lengthy, 
his letter deserves careful perusal, and we specially recommend 
the attention of those who take an interest in the subject to the 
calculations contained in it, which show in plain figures the ac- 
tual results of the system.

‘Stn,—Observing by your note appended to a letter signed “Nor a 
Munciant,” in the last number of the London and China Telegraph, 
that you purpose further to notice the Ichibou question in your next, I will 
submit to you afew remarks which may be worthy your notice—and 
perhaps alto thet of others. 

T would premise thet [ fully endorse the opinion expressed by your 
correspondent, that “ British merchants in Japan—indeed all but those 
who are literally civil, military, or naval servants of our Government, are 
subject to certain indignity at the hands of the Japanese ;" and that this is 

ainly attributable to the fact that “the English Legation officials have 
closed with the manners and customs of Japan as far as embracing the op 
portunity of claiming privileges unknown to them at home.” This state of 
things, and the very natural consequence—the existence of deplorable 
bitter jealousies, and sometimes actual ill-feeling between officials and 
fesidents, is patent to the observation not only of old residents like 
myself, but, as we now have proof, also to casual travellers in Japan. 
It is a subject, however, but little understood at home, and it must there- 
fore be matter of congratulation to all desiring a better condition of things 
in Japan, that you have taken up and drawn more general attention to the 
subject. 











L observe that The Times declines to follow certain ‘‘ Chinese authorities 
in an account of this matter, which would put officers holding high places 
of trust in Her Majesty's service on a level with sharpers;" and that it 
“cannot believe that all the civil, military and naval authorities of Hong 
Kong were flocking to Japan in order to enjoy a paltry profit by a certain 
fixed rate of exchange between our money and the Japanese, enforced 
upon Japan by the terms of our treaty, though in effect a gross wrong to 
that country.” I scarcely know to what account ” and to what ‘ Chinese 
authorities" The Times refers ; and of course, ifany one has said that all 
the Hong Kong officials were flocking to Japan, it was a manifert ex- 
eggeration; but this | do know, that most, if not all, of the Chinese news- 
papen—and the Japan Herald,  newapaper published in Yokobama since 

861—bave been persistent not only in assertions, but in production of 

fe that officers Folding high places of trust (with two exceptions, which 
shall hereafter allude to) in all the foreign services, diplomatic, consular, 
wilitery and naval, bave been benefited, and that to very heavy amounts, 
by this “ gross wrong to Jepan” (as The Times calls it); and, moreover, 
that they—these diplomatic and consular official @ induced the 

Japanese to continue this benefit to themselves and their sister services, in 
consideration of their consenting to waive the same benefit for those whose 

dnterests it is their duty to regard. I say these allegations have been publicly 
made and reiterated again and again—they have never been attempted 
to be publicly gainsaid; and until this be dono all those who participate 

in the benefit must bear with the imputation the facts convey, whatever 
that may be, though they may think it rather hard that the leading journal 

‘should give it » name. 

To take even the most cursory review of the matter, we must commence 
with Article X. of our Treaty with Japan; it runs thus :— 

* All foreign coin shall be current in Japan and shall pass for its cor- 
responding weight ia Japanese coin of the same description. British and 
Japanese subjects may freely use foreign or Japanese coin in making pay- 
meats to each other.” 

* As some time will elapse before the Japanese Government will be- 
come acquainted with the value of foreign coin, the Japanese Government 

ill, for the period of one year after the opening of each port, furnish 
British subjects with Japanese coin in exchange for theirs, equal weights 
being given, and no discount taken for recoinage.” 

‘it must be understood that the whole of the exchange business 
and money market of Japan is controlled aad ordered by an office in Yedo, 
called the Ginza; this office is under the direction of a high Government 
authority called Gokanjio Boonjio, is said hae acquired great influ- 
ence for its masters, the Gorogio, by a discreet use of its enormous profits 
amenget the highest Goverment officials, By this office in a very early 
stage of our proceedings alter the treaty, and despite its provisions above 
quoted, orders were issued (hroughout Japan that all dollars received from 
foreigners ehould be brought to the Ginga, and there, and there only, ex- 
changed for ichibous, The Ginza, holding their merchants’ dollais in 
hand for the pu of the exchange, a long as it suited themselves—or 
the Gorogio, had but little difficulty in settling the exchanges as it suited 
them. (Let me mention here that the intrinsie relative value of the ichibou 
is 311, or say. after minting expenses, 340 to the Mexican dollar.) So tor a 
short time matters stood; but very early the Goverament, alleging certain 
reasons more or less forcible, stopped this exehange, so far as the residents, 
ée. the merchants, profeuional men, and others were concerned, but con- 
tinued it to the Minieters and their legations, the Consuls and their as- 
sistants, indeed to alt eivil servants, and to all officers and men in the army 
and navy from time to time stationed in Japan (by-the-bye, it seems it 
has lately been claimed for and allowed to officers who bave visited Japan 
on leave for their own pleasure). Now let us see the operation of this. 
Let us suppose a Government official—say an admiral—stationed in Japan 
(Admiral Kuper and his squadron were there from the 22ad Murch, 1863, 
to Feb. 13, 1865); suppose his pay from his home Government equal to 
£2,000 a year. For this-he geis Mexican dollars at the Government 

Male (4s. 2d.), waking $9,600, This amount he exchanges at the 

Ginza at 500 ichibous per. 100 dols., giving bia 28,800 ichibous, He 

then proceeds to call in the sérvice of his broker, who disposes of this 









































28,800 ichibous at the market rate (averaging, say, 220 ichibous per 100 
dols. ), the result of which operation is to convert his 9,600 dols. into 
13 091 dols., which, at the average rate of exchange, are worth 4s. 8d. each, 
= £3,054, showing a clear profit of £1,054; in other words, some- 
thing over 50 per cent. on his actual salary. I have here given, I 
think, fair average rates of exchange over the year, but it may be re- 
marked that as the ichibous can be drawn monthly, the officials are of 
course enabled to watch for and avail themselves of the exceptionally fa- 
vourable rates which sometimes rule. 

Thave here shown how the admiral converts his £2,000 into 28,800 
us. Now the private individual, who disburses for the maintenance 
of his establishment alike sum of £2,000, finds that his dollars oa the 
average cost him say 4s. 8d., and gets, not 9,600 dols. like the admiral, 
but 8,571 dols.; and as he can only get, say, 220 ichibous per 100 dol 
comes off with only 18,856 ichibous ; against the admiral’s 28,800; in 
other words, on an expenditure of £2,000 a year he is in the shade to the 
stent of close upon 10,000 ichibous, or about £1,060—again more than 
one-half. 

Or, to put it ina perhaps clearer light, take an exemplification instanced 
by the Japan paper I have before alluded to, in an article on this subjeet 
in Oct., 1862:—" We give a case that has occurred within our knowledge, 
and we presume may and does occur daily. A merchant goes into a shop 
and sees a piece of lacquer which he particularly admires; the shopman 
auks 190 dol. for it. the buyer offers 100 dots; while the bargain is going 
on a Minister into the shop, sees the article on the floor, and at once 
offers 220 ichibous for it. Now these 220 ichibous cost the Minister 
78 dols. buying them from the Ginza, and at his rate of exchange, 4a 2d. 
to the dollar, be snaps up for his 60 dols. what the merchant was offering 
100 dols. for !” 

Of course, where the word “ Minister” is used here, * Consul,” 
“ Admiral," “ Commander-in-Chief," or any other official title may 
be substituted. Now, Sir, can we wonder, when they see these things 
before their eyes every day, that the Japanese should think the 
public officials of our countries to be, like their own, the powerful and 
dominant class, and the wealthiest and most honoured of our mer- 
chants to be but dirt beneath the feet of those who can receive such 
advantages which are denied to those they govern? Can we wonder 
that an intellivent casual traveller in Japan, like your correspondent * Not 
a Mercuant” should have observed it asa distinction most pernicious 
to the extension of our influence in that country? Or can we be sur- 
prised at the existence of unwholesome jealousies between those who 
have and those who ought to have, but have not, the same advantages? 

Without committing myself to the opinion of The Times, that proof of what 
has been asserted on the subject of this trafficking in exchange by officers in 
various branches of Her Majesty's service would bear with it the hard desig- 
nation upon these officers which it suggested, that enough has been 
said to call for the most searching inquiry into the whole matter. I trust, 
too, you will persevere in the agitation of the question until not only the 
evil be stayed, but the fullest light thrown upon what has been done and is 
now doing. 

‘You will soe by the enclosed article from the Japan Herald, Oct. 17, 
1885, that this old evil is continuing to throw out buds of still more dan- 
gerous fruit. Here positive statement that whilst an exchange is 
effected for every private suldier and non-commissioned officer of J dol, 
per day, it is decided by some one (the writer knows not by whom 
originally), “that the soldier shall get his pay of one shilling a day with 
the exchange on that amount only !"—that the difference, amounting to 
15 ichibous a man, or say a total of 11,250 ichibous a month for the 
regiment, is carried to a fund which is divided amongst the officers and 
men of the regiment in shares proportioned to their pay—the soldier 
getting one share, a captain about 30, a major about 53 shares, and soon; 
that almost every officer (with two honourable exceptions mentioned) 
who bas gone to Japan on duty, and actually even thse who hare come 
there on their own pleasure, have been partakers of this fund. This staie- 
meat appears so incredible that I would not make myself responsible for it. 
I quote the authority, which is one that I have, as you know, good means 
of judging has not often been found at fault in its statements of facts; and. 












































although I bave received files of the same paper to nearly two months later 
date, 1 find no denial of the statements made. I hope you will have room 
for this article im extenso. I should like to see what your contemporaries, 
whose peculiar vocation is with navai and military subjects and the disci- 
pline and well-being of our army auc justice to all grades, will say to it. 

Tobserve that English Legation,” and “officers holding high pisces 
of trust in Her Blajesty's service” have been the turms used by your 
correspondent and Zhe Times, This would lead to the unjust inference 
that the British are exceptional!y chargeable with the bla.ne. This ia not 
80, for (with the two exceptions Iain about to name) the representatives 
1d officers of all the other Powers having treaties with Japan have gone 
for their share of the pickings. Que of the exceptions I refer to above 
is this :—The French authorities receive the exchange, but they are not 
allowed to pocket it; all the benefits derived from it have to be carried 
into account azainst their pay. And the French Government has already, 
wich the proceeds thereof, erected, on two of the best sites in Yokohama, 
the finest aud movt extensive buildings in the Far East, as navy hospital 
and depot; aud I am iniormed the French are continuing the erection of 
further extensive accommodations. 

‘The other exception is more striking one. The Prussian Minister 
Plenipotentiary, whilst on a visit to Japan, believing the honour of fureiga 
countries and the consistency of every foreign official in Japan involved 
by the acceptance of this exchange, on the 29h October caused the 
Ministers of Foreign Affairs at Yedo to be addressed thua:—“ The 
undersigned, his Prussian Majesty's Consul in Japan, has the honour to 
inform your Excellencies that, under the present circumstances, his Prus- 
sian Majesty's Plevipotentiary, the Prussian Consulates ia Japan, and 
his Prussian Majesty's men-of-war, shall not avail themselves any more 
of the opportunity offered by the Japanese Government to exchange 
dollars against ichibous at the Japanese custom-huuses.” 

On the other hand. in the geueral rapacious greed after exchange 
profits the American Dlinister Resident and his Cousul have, I think, even 
exceeded all others, I have some curivus revelations about them on

MR, GLADSTONE AND THE TEA DUTY. 
(To the Editor of the Daily News.) 
Sra,—In a trade paper of last week prominence was given to a pars« 





h, which has since appeared in other journals, containing the follow- |” 


:—" The Customs authorities at Glasgow have been officially requested 
to canvass the tea trade as to the opinion held of the expediency of doing 
‘away with the present Custom-house routine, and collecting the tea duties 
at the ship's side. It is said that the saving thereby effected would permit 
of a further reduction in the duties on tea.” The probability of this altera- 
tion being attempted has been entertained in some quarters, and may 
‘possibly be further discussed, thereby causing a proportionate unsettling of 
trade ; it, may, therefore, not be profitless to look at the statistical side of 
the question. As to the saving to be effected:—For the year ending 
Slst March, 1865, the expense of collecting and managing the 
Customs revenue is officially stated at £754,225. 11s. ; the gross return 
of superannuation payments to Customs, Inland Revenue and Post-office is 
£474,765. 8e. 4d. ; the proportion of this to be charged to Customs, ac- 
cording to the ratio of the expenses of the three branches, is £88,139. 3s. 
44. ; thos showing a total expense in connection with the Customs revenue 
of £842,564. 14s, 4d. The share of this to be placed to the account of 
tea, according to the proportion which the tea duty bears to the whole 
Customs revenue, is £168,472. 18s. 10d. Supposing that as a result of 
the alterations suggested one-half of this be saved (though the estimate is 
probably excessive), the saving would be £84,296. 9s. 5d. The ravenue 
Teceived from tea during the year in gcaion was £4,469,208. 11s, 7d., 
showing for every farthing per pound of duty an income of £93,108. 10s. ; 
so that after adding £10,000 to the estimated saving, Mr. Gladstone would 
be in a position to reduce the duty one farthing per pound. Convenience 
to trade's also « question to be considered when radical changes of system 
are proposed, and doubtless there are many inconveniences in connection 
with the present routine, but the change suggested would probably in- 
crease rather than diminish there inconveniences. At the commencement 
of the present year there were 59 cargoes of tea afloat, bound for England, 
containing 44,482,836lbs., thus showing 753,496lbs. to be rage 
wargo ; the amount of duty on which, to be paid “atthe ship's si would 
be, at 6d. per Ib., £18 848. 13s., or, at Sd. per Ib., £9,424. 6s. 6d. It is 
no unusual occurrence for half ajdozen or more ships{te arrive within aweek. 
In such case the amount of duty to be paid would be, at 6d. per Ib., 
£113,091. 18s., or, at 3d. per Ib., £56,545. 19s., the bulk of which would 
come from three or four houses. Of this, according to the retura of exports 
for the last year, one-fourth would have to be refunded in the form of 
drawback, and the balance the importer would get repaid from the trade 
at intervals extending perhaps over two years, Indeed any alteration, 
either in the rate of duty or the system of collection, is at present 
eminently undesirable. Two reductions of duty, following each other 
in quick succession, have caused consumption rapidly to gain on supply. 
Prices have, of course, advanced (a temporary decline on the onginal 
advance has been caused by monetary pressure during the last few weeks, 
but the effect will disappear with the cause), and time is required to watch 
whether supply and demand will equalise themselves by an increase of 
supplies, or a further advance of price ; if in the latter way, no reduction 
of duty will reduce the cost to the consumer.—I am, &c.,

SHIP LAUNCHES, 

Meus. Barclay, Curle, and Co. launched on Tuesday an iron sailing 
ship of 1,200 tons register. She is owned by Messrs. George Smith and 
Sons, of Glasgow, and will form one of their East India packets. She 
was named the City of Seringapatam. 

Last week the Messrs. Laird Brothers launched from their shipbuilding- 
yard, at Birkenhead, a large paddle-wheel steamer, named the Guara, in- 
tended for passenger service on the coast of Brazil. She is 200 feet long, 
$2 feet breadth of beam, and 16 feet depth of hold, her tonnage being 985. 
She will be fitted with oscillating engines of 250-horse power, her paddies 
will be on the feathering principle, and her boilers will have flues on 
Lamb's patent system. She has a deckhouse extending almost the whole 
length of the vessel, in the after end of which is the saloon and part of the 
sleeping accommodation, the remainder of the berths being aft, below the 
deck. The vessel will accommoclate 60 or 70 passengers. 

Last week there was launched by Messrs. Wm. Denny and Brothers, 
from their north building yard on the Clyde, a composite screw steamship 
of 647 tons builders’ measure, and following dimensions :—Length of keel 
and forerake, 185 ft.; breadth over all, 26 ft. 10 in.; depth moulded, 
15 ft. She will be fitted with a pair of direct-acting surface condensation 
‘engines of 130 H.P. nominal, by Messrs. Denny and Co. 

Last week Messrs. Henderson, Coulborn, and Co., launched from 
their building yard at Renfrew a screw steamer named the Guadiana, of 
about 500 tons. She will be fitted by the builders with a pair of direct- 
acting engines of 90-horse power nominal, and will shortly be ready for 
her destination in the Mediterranean, She is for a Spanish company. 

‘Messrs. Blackwood and Gordon have launched on the Clyde a screw 
steamer of 600 tons B.M., on their own account. Her dimensions are :— 
Length, keel and forerake, 197 ft.; breadih of beam, 25 ft. ; depth of 
hold, 14 ft. 9 inches. The steamer was named the Oct: Immediately 
after the launch the vessel was taken into the builders’ dock alongside the 
works to receive her engines, which are on the inverted direct acting 
principle of 90-horse power. 

‘The Panama, New Zealand, and Australian Royal Mail Company's 
steamer Rakaia was launched from Randolph, Elder, and Co.’s building- 

‘ard at Fairfield. This vessel is intended for the new mail service between 
anama and New Zealand. Her dimensions are :—Length 265 feet, beam 
34 feet, depth 26 feet, tonnage B.M. 1,504 tons. The engines are 350- 
horse power, and are on the builders’ double cylinder principle. 

"There was launched from the yard of Mr. John Robinson, Sunderland, 
a barque named the Troas, of 700 tons burthen, intended principally for
